This acclamation of Gezelle by an Expressionist of a succeeding generation is 
typical of the awe with which he has been regarded in his home culture. The 
writer August Vermeylen sees his significance for Flemish literature in biblical 
terms - that the poet himself would have no doubt found blasphemous: ‘In 
the beginning was Gezelle; and Gezelle was the Word ...' 1 
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However, amid the polemics and recriminations that seem inescapable 
accompaniments to literary commemorations nowadays, the Flanders-based 
Dutch writer Benno Barnard recently sparked controversy by suggesting 
that Gezelle had little to say to him as a reader at the end of the twentieth 
century. 2 Invidious comparisons were made between the official funds being 
lavished on the Gezelle centenary and the less generous subsidy afforded 
the twentieth anniversary of the death of the ‘worthier’ irreverent modernist 
Louis-Paul Boon (1912-79). 3 The puzzled outside observer might wonder 
why it has to be Gezelle or Boon, and why this tiny corner of Europe that 
produced two extraordinary originals cannot rejoice in its own cultural 
richness and diversity. 

There are more encouraging signs: it is refreshing to see that the 
commemorative exhibition organised by the poet’s home town of Bruges 
celebrates not only the pious regionalist and nationalist icon, but also the 
polyglot cosmopolitan, as reflected in his extensive library. 4 

The English reader without Dutch has no need to grope for a context 
for much of Gezelle’s work: his love of regional speech and folklore, and 
his attraction for the minute details of nature that he shares with Robert 
Burns (1759-96), like Gezelle a gardener’s son. His Franciscan sense of the 
brotherhood of Nature sometimes suggests the poetry of John Clare (1793- 
1860), while the devotional dimension and formal experiment (for example, 
onomatopoeia) suggest the sprung rhythms and spiritual questing of fellow 
priest Gerard Manley Hopkins (1844-89). The Anglophile Gezelle visited 
England several times on church duties, and one can only speculate on the 
impact Hopkins’s work might have had on Gezelle, had it been published 
during his lifetime. Kindred spirits, and in the case of Burns a possible partial 
influence - but Gezelle, great writer that he was, is much more than the sum 
of influences. It is hard to dissent from Jozef Deleu's comments in a recent 
anthology: 

There is no poet who has made our language sing in such an 
incomparable way. The wonder of the poet Gezelle is his gift of 
wonderment. Childlike and naive, he spends his life in the midst of 
nature. He has no explanation for all the wonders that strike his eye 
and ear, but throughout his life they move him to praise the Creator. 
Gezelle is always uninhibited and unrestrained in his rapture. When 
he is overwhelmed by solitude and sadness, his language is just 
as musical as when he is in joyful mood. His poetry is carried by 
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a Romantic sense of life, but lucidity and simplicity are its most 
essential features. Gezelle the poet is both a seeker and a finder. 
Whatever he touches with his word, regains the purity of the first 
day. That makes him unique . 5 

In selecting poems for the present anthology, my aim was to give as 
representative a picture as possible of Gezelle’s large poetic output (based 
on source-language anthologies, critical views and personal preferences), 
from devotional, through narrative to celebratory and expressionistic. I also 
wished to include as wide as possible a spectrum of translators in English. 
It is particularly gratifying to be able to include a number of expert dialect 
versions, two in Lowland Scots (‘Twa Aivers' and ‘To...?’) and one Yorkshire- 
flavoured (‘Farmer Nick’). What this volume cannot, of course, do is do 
justice to the range and versatility of ‘the at least five Gezelles’ identified by 
Andre Lefevere (journalist, linguist, educator, priest, experimental poet ). 6 I 
can only offer a window on the last and, arguably, greatest of these: the lyric 
poet. 

The bibliographies appended are intended to assist those wishing to 
explore the poetry and its translation into English in greater depth. We trust 
that the poems will retain at least some of their capacity to charm, arrest and 
move in English versions.

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INTRODUCTION 


THE ENGLISH WORLD OF GUIDO GEZELLE 

PIET COUTTENIER 


Guido Gezelle, born in Bruges in 1830, left a varied oeuvre as a man of 
letters, journalist, translator and populariser. But it is mainly as a poet that 
he occupies an illustrious position in the history of Dutch literature. He is 
undoubtedly the most innovative and original Flemish poet between 1680 
and 1880. With his exceptional lyrical poetry he was some twenty years ahead 
of the renewal movement of the so-called Men of the Eighties at the end of 
the nineteenth century. 

His professional career as a priest was a fairly modest one; he became a 
teacher, a parish priest and the director of a convent. Nevertheless he exerted a 
considerable influence on younger generations of writers and intellectuals, first 
as the inspiration behind a national cultural movement in Flanders which linked 
Flemish identity to folk traditions, language and the Christian religion. Only after 
his death in 1899 was he fully appreciated as a poet, by both traditionalists and 
modernists. In Flanders particularly myths also grew up around him. 

Compared with the poetry of his contemporaries, his Romantic and 
religious nature lyrics have a strikingly personal and natural character. His 
apparently simple poems conceal a sophisticated prosody and a dialogue 
with spiritual and literary tradition. Their language is complex and diverges 
from the standardised usage of his environment. Gezelle enriched his idiom 
with an intensive and life-long study of the Old Dutch (Flemish) language, 
whose creative potential he activates in his poetry. His favourite themes are 
childhood, the Flemish landscape, friendship, nature religion, the Flemish 
vernacular and poetry. He explores nature down to its minutest details 
and discovers an infinite dimension within it based on his own world of 
experience. At the same time nature symbolises his own psyche. In addition 
he wrote a great deal of occasional poetry. 

His work has also repeatedly been linked with both British and 
American literature and culture. And not without reason. After all, Gezelle 
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was not merely a writer in the native tradition of religious literature dating 
back to the seventeenth-century Reformation; he was also associated with 
an international cultural movement of Catholic revival of his day. With 
regard to England this means that his poetry and prose show affinities 
with the so-called Oxford Movement, which in a spiritual sense provided a 
significant response to the scepticism of the Victorian age. The publication 
of Gezelle’s remarkable translation of the then hugely popular Hiawatha by 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow merely reinforces this ‘English connection’. 
Speculation concerning this has continually been supported by Gezelle's 
biography, which shows that the poet and priest had contact with England 
for virtually his entire career. 

FLEMISH ANGLOPHILIA 

The young Gezelle, educated for the priesthood in the predominantly 
Catholic West Flanders of the nineteenth century, was exposed very early 
to the Continental idea, then current, that England was a country to which 
missionaries should be sent. For that matter many of the buildings in the 
medieval city of his birth, Bruges, bore witness to the history of English 
Catholicism. It is symbolic that he should end his career as the chaplain 
of the renowned English convent there, founded in 1629 by a community 
of Canon nuns belonging to the Windesheim congregation which had fled 
from England to settle ultimately in Leuven. Ever since the sixteenth century 
Bruges, along with such towns as Douai and St Omer in northern France, 
had been one of the centres of those English concentrations that had sprung 
up on the Continent in response to the banning of Catholicism in Anglican 
England. After the French Revolution refugees began a movement in the 
opposite direction, attempting in turn to convert the Anglican world. The 
young and extremely idealistic priest Gezelle wanted nothing more than to 
join in this tradition and this adventure. 

Bruges had an extensive so-called English colony: Anglicans - to the 
Catholic authorities a veritable missionary zone in their own midst - but 
later also a great many resettled Catholics, some of whom, from the 1850s 
onwards, would also introduce the artistic ideas of the neo-Gothic revival. It 
was at the preparatory seminary at Roeselare that the student Gezelle was 
really introduced to Anglophilia - the educational institute had a separate 
department or course (cours) for English students. Letters have shown that 
the linguistically talented Gezelle was much sought after by the English lads 
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(assiege par les Anglais), and through the exotic tales and testimonies of 
heroic pioneers there gradually developed a virtual propaganda campaign 
on behalf of the missions in England and North America. When Gezelle 
returned to Roeselare in 1854 as a teacher, it was obvious he would be 
put in charge of the English students. And there he became friends with 
Joseph Algar, Master of Arts at Oxford, who on an intellectual level opened 
many doors for Gezelle. Until i860, Gezelle engaged in relentless activities on 
behalf of England. In a relationship characterised by great openness, 
friendship and trust, he counselled the rather turbulent group of English 
students, including the non-Catholics, both materially and spiritually. With 
some of them an extensive exchange developed; concerned mothers in 
England entered into correspondence with the ‘guardian of their boys’. 
Reinforced by the news of a shortage of priests in England, and supported 
by the enthusiastic letters of former students who were participating 
there in the ‘great work in the Lord’s vineyard’, Gezelle developed an 
unrelenting campaign among his pupils to recruit missionaries. It was a 
world of idealism, emotion and wishful thinking, as well as one fraught 
with difficulties with parents and government authorities. Gezelle received 
many letters from young ‘missionaries’, expressing both their hope and 
their confusion after their confrontation with a totally unfamiliar, hostile 
world. 

The odd thing about Gezelle's position was his inability to realise his 
own dream. His definitive departure for England remained an unfulfilled 
expectation, interiorised in a number of texts (letters and poetry). He and 
those around him were for a long time convinced that he would receive 
permission to go. Repeatedly denied requests made to the Bruges episcopate 
by Gezelle and others do not seem to have dampened his enthusiasm. In 
1861, he wrote to the Dutch man of letters J.A. Alberdingk Thijm that the 
latter could not imagine how Flemish youth was burning to realise the 
papal ideal of conversion ‘as far as the four corners of the globe'. It was 
in this atmosphere that Gezelle had been working since 1856, translating 
Longfellow’s ‘Mondamin’, the fifth canto from Hiawatha and the famous 
poem ‘Excelsior’, texts informed by a highly ultramontane, anti-Protestant 
spirit. If it had to be done in this manner, then Gezelle wished to take part 
in the heroic reconquest of England (and thus the world) as a poet, an act 
which he and many others felt was an appropriate reciprocal gesture to those 
who had spread Catholicism on the Continent. 
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Gezelle’s ‘English’ career continued beyond i860. Inspired by the 
English school system, which, among other things, allowed students more 
freedom, and together with his friend Algar, he co-directed a kind of English 
department of the Bruges college. In 1861 he became vice rector of the 
English Seminary, originally a private initiative by a wealthy Catholic convert, 
John Sutton, but which since its founding in 1859 had been as much a 
product of cooperation between Bruges and Westminster. Gezelle then came 
into contact with the English clerical hierarchy, even with Cardinal Wiseman, 
and now directly prepared the English recruits, who were willing, as we read 
somewhere, ‘to spend time, labour, anxiety and care on their duty'. Gezelle, 
by then a parish priest in Bruges, remained also after 1865 closely linked 
with England. He was not only a spiritual guide in the private lives of English 
families, but also a kindred spirit in a circle of resident foreign artists and 
archaeologists (James Weale, Thomas Harper King, William Brangwyn, etc.) 
who, inspired by the ideas of Augustus Welby Pugin, would greatly influence 
Flemish neo-Gothicism as practised by Jean Baptiste Bethune, Louis Grosse, 
Jacques Petyt and others. 

SACRED POETRY 

In a letter dated October 1861, Algar warned his friend Gezelle: ‘Don't let 
your Anglomania be carried too far.’ It is a small indication of the fact that 
Gezelle, confronted with the sober and rationally inclined Algar, still adhered 
to a strongly romantic, idealistic realm that was no doubt far removed from 
Victorian England. Someone like Gezelle, from his vantage point in Flanders 
in the 1850s and 1860s, mainly had an eye for the euphoria that accompanied 
Catholic emancipation. That specific situation (the small missionary 
community, often made up of immigrants) demanded the establishment 
and expansion of a local rural church with a large contribution by educated 
lay people. This was diametrically opposed to the establishment of a central 
governing hierarchy (1850) and the worldwide evolution of an ultramontane 
Catholicism. In fact, Catholic England in the 1850s was riven with controversy. 
An important role in this was played by the so-called Oxford Movement, 
originally a kind of counter reformation within Anglicanism, intended to 
rid it of excess Protestantism. From 1845 onwards it formed the axis of the 
English variant of a liberal Catholicism striving to raise the intellectual level 
and freedom of thought of English Catholics, with John Henry Newman as 
its leading exponent. 
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It is not always clear to what extent the West Flemish priest Gezelle 
was aware of these situations, and how far he was capable of expressing any 
sympathy he may have had for a more liberal form of Catholicism. We know 
from witnesses that Gezelle both knew and read Cardinal Newman (whom 
Gezelle's former student Hendrik van Doorne says Gezelle considered 
The New Man’). From fragments and a manuscript of an unfinished 
poem we know that in 1879, when Newman’s honour had been restored 
by the hierarchy, Gezelle began translating the Dream of Gerontius (i860), 
well known in English Catholic circles. Anyone who reads Gezelle’s work, 
however, will encounter mainly those figures from the same English circles 
who adhered more strongly to the authority of superiors within the Roman 
Catholic Church. Furthermore, in its mental outlook Gezelle’s work strongly 
resembles that of the members of the Oxford Movement in their resistance 
to a secularised world and their rediscovery of the lost institutional power, 
spirituality and piety of the ‘Gothic’ Middle Ages. It is also remarkable that, 
just like Gezelle, John Keble and Frederick William Faber made the link with 
poetry. In contrast to a poet like Gerard Manley Hopkins, who regarded this 
relation as problematic, for these poets religion and poetry were extensions 
of one another. In both areas of experience there is room for the discovery of 
the sacred via the profane, for the interest in devotion, liturgy, ceremony and 
tradition. 

It is understandable, therefore, that Gezelle too was interested in 
the ‘sacred poetry' of Keble and Faber. It is no coincidence that Gezelle’s 
own first volume of poetry, Flemish Poetical Exercises of 1858, contained a 
translation from Faber’s Hymns (1849). Also, it is sufficiently well known 
that the atmosphere around the ‘confraternity’, a secret society set up 
by Gezelle for his pupils at the Roeselare minor seminary to promote 
sacramental devotion, showed striking affinities with the ideas espoused 
in Faber’s All for Jesus (1853), a work which circulated among Gezelle’s 
students. In this connection, it is not surprising that Gezelle was euphoric 
when writing to his favourite student, Eugeen van Oye, from Arundel, 
where he had been staying as chaplain to the Duchess of Norfolk, recalling 
the place where Faber situated his Ethel’s Book; or, Tales of the Angels (1858): 
‘I am in the very place where “Ethel” lives, at the residence of the Duchess 
of Norfolk, the mother of the child for whom Ethel’s book was written. 

I have dined with Ethel, spoken to her, heard her speak. I know the 
houses where the real children lived that are described by Faber; I know 
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the history of Ethel’s book. Oh, this is a place! a Catholic duchess in England 
is something indeed!’ 

LONGFELLOW 

The similarities mentioned above do not alter the fact that there are also 
great differences between Gezelle’s own poetic practice and that of Keble, 
for that matter probably England’s bestselling poet of the nineteenth century. 
Gezelle’s own poetry undergoes a perilous adventure with language, while 
Keble’s, which incidentally is more poetic treatise than actual poems, is 
more of a blend of theology, devotion and apology in which spontaneity is 
subdued. 

With a poet like Gezelle the situation is somewhat different. This 
is obvious when we examine Gezelle's most important translation work 
from 1886 - we shall not consider his prose translations of such Oxford 
Movement authors as John Mason Neale and Charlotte Yonge - his poetic 
version of The Song of Hiawatha, an epic poem by the popular American poet 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. The exotic tale of a mythical hero, a kind of 
Messiah bestowing peace and prosperity upon his people, based on hybrid 
elements from Indian oral culture, was enormously popular in nineteenth- 
century Europe. Only a year after its American publication, in 1856, Gezelle 
was one of the first to translate the fifth canto, ‘Hiawatha's Fasting', which 
because of its theme and symbolism (the creation of maize) must certainly 
have appealed to the young, religiously inspired poet. It is notable that the 
epic continued to fascinate Gezelle. 

Gradually, however, the emphasis shifted from the functionality of the 
theme to the work of translation itself. He prompted student poets from his 
surroundings - such as Hugo Verriest and Emiel Lauwers - to try their hand 
at translation and was in turn stimulated by their results into improving his 
own ‘rendition’. The results of 1886 approached the ideal Gezelle himself had 
posited in a letter to a colleague (his name was Eugeen de Lepeleer) who in 
1889 had just embarked, following in Gezelle's footsteps, on a translation of 
Friedrich Wilhelm Weber's Thirteen Lindens (Dreizehnlinden, 1878). ‘You’ve 
stuck too close to the German text,' wrote Gezelle; ‘you must forget about 
it, and once it’s forgotten, you must polish your own work and file it down 
ad amussim.' For his own literary, aestheticizing translation Gezelle sought 
his own idiom and rhythm, which indeed often make one forget the original. 
At the end of the day, for Gezelle, as for many other great and professionally 
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competent poets all too aware of the existence of other texts, translation was 
ultimately a matter of one’s own artistic achievement.

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TRANSLATING A NATIONAL 
MONUMENT 

ANDRE! LEFEVERE 


I think that of all the activities open to those who like to think of them selves as 
literary scholars, translation is the most scientific. I know this goes against all 
received opinion, and yet if one accepts, with current philosophy of science, 
that the demarcation line between the scientific and the non-scientific is 
inter-subjective testability, it is easy to see that what a translator does to 
a literary text is much more easily testable than what a critic, for example, 
does to it. I try to translate accordingly. I believe that what I should do is to 
give readers the most complete set of materials for their concretization of 
the text. How they use them (i. e. what the text eventually comes to signify 
for them) is none of my business. I have no poetics of my own to justify 
distortions of the source text; what is more, I am not allowed to have one. 
Again contrary to received opinion, I do not create: I transmit. What I do is 
as ‘artistic’ or ‘non-artistic’ as what any translator of any text does. Of course 
I have to know about literature in order to translate it, but does that give me 
the right to call myself a ‘literary’ translator and cordon myself off from the 
common herd? Others have to know about chemistry, say, or biology in order 
to be able to translate a text. Does that make them ‘chemical’ or ‘biological’ 
translators? The main thing to me is what is now more and more called the 
‘pragmatics’ of the text, which roughly amounts to what used to be called 
something like its ‘total impact'. This means that I try to find out what effect 
a text makes on its readers in the original language. But that is not the end 
of it. I also try to imagine, in some cases, what effect it could have, and I try 
to find ways to remedy the fact that it does not have that effect. This also 
means that I translate texts, not words or sentences. It means, moreover, 
that I translate texts written by very specific writers at a very specific time, not 
‘anonymous’ texts. 

If I am lucky, I may be able to influence, to a certain extent, what is 
grandiloquently called ‘the constitution of the canon of world literature’, 
which, in practice, means literature available in English (and/or in Russian). 
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There may be very specific writers who I may consider to have been - not 
unjustly, for the term ‘justice’ carries no weight in these matters - omitted 
from the canon of world literature. If they are my contemporaries I can 
probably achieve something because that part of the system is still evolving, 
still constituting Itself. If they happen to be writers belonging to a bygone 
era, the task is much more difficult: others have occupied the niches where 
they might (not ‘should’) have been and they cannot easily be dislodged 
from those toughest of all pedestals: handbooks of what is often called world 
literature and is, in practice, just as often limited to the literature of, say, 
Western Europe mainly (and by that I mean the ‘main’ literatures of Western 
Europe), the Americas and Russia. Not only is it difficult to dislodge the 
canonised figures of literature; it is just as difficult to add a new name to the 
hallowed list. There are all kinds of reasons for this, of course, and this is 
not the place to enumerate them, but I might just as well be aware of them, 
always. 

Nearly every Flemish schoolchild has heard of Guido Gezelle; the 
trouble is that almost no other schoolchild anywhere else has. He is one 
of the ‘also-rans’ in terms of world literature, which means that his niche 
has been filled, by Hopkins, among others, and Mallarme. Even within the 
boundaries of his own literature, Gezelle has two things going against him. 
The first is his language, the second his reputation. Gezelle was a Roman 
Catholic priest and a philologist. In his first capacity he could muster but 
scant enthusiasm for what he regarded as the language of Calvinism - that 
is, the standard Dutch of his time, spoken mainly by the lettered burghers of 
Amsterdam and taught in schools in the Kingdom of the Netherlands and in 
what is now Indonesia. In the second capacity he was eminently well suited to 
develop a language more or less his own, based on his native West Flemish 
dialect which, through some quirk of history, still has almost the same 
phonological system as Middle Dutch. It would be only a mild exaggeration 
to say that today about half of Gezelle’s language is unintelligible to the 
man in the street in Amsterdam, and about a quarter to that man’s Antwerp 
counterpart. No wonder his work does not quite achieve the effect I would 
tend to think it deserves. 

Gezelle’s reputation has been grossly distorted by anthologists in 
search of suitable material for use in literature classes in Catholic schools. 
As a result several of his none-too-brilliant pieces (his bishop even coaxed 
him to stoop to the level of propaganda once in a while) have been drilled 
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into generations of schoolchildren, which has usually been enough to make 
them reject thyme, verse and stanza as soon as they managed to make 
their escape from the educational system. The truly revolutionary poet 
Gezelle (always in the linguistic-stylistic, never in the ideological sense) 
who singlehandedly scraped off a four-hundred-year rust from his native 
sub-language and experimented with poesie pure before the term was coined, 
is relatively unknown even in his own literary milieu. 

The pragmatics of the Nightingale poem are, quite obviously, primarily 
phonetic. Gezelle experiments with sound (de la musique avant Verlaine ) 
and tries to imitate the song of the nightingale in words. It is obvious 
that the semantic aspect of the poem is less important than its phonetic 
counterpart. The translation will have to strike a balance between the two 
aspects, but the phonetic will, where necessary, take precedence over the 
semantic. The most obvious examples are, in this respect, to be found in 
the stanzas beginning with ‘Now piping fine’ and ‘And now his rhythm’. 
‘Piping’ sounds like its Dutch/West Flemish counterpart, but does not really 
have the same semantic value, and the roof of the original has no thatched 
coat, which has been constructed in the translation for reason of assonance 
and metre. Similarly the rhythm does not bounce off notes in the original - 
Gezelle’s imagery never got that surreal, and the pearls do not dance on 
marble ground. In fact, semantically speaking these two stanzas are pretty 
close to the worst possible translation. And yet I say this without batting 
an eyelid, first because it is the effect of the whole text that matters, and I 
can give back to semantics in other stanzas what I have to take from it in 
these; and second because I cannot let semantic considerations interrupt 
the rhythmic flow of the poem, nor counteract its sound-pattern. Speaking 
of sound-pattern, I have had to imagine what might be acceptable to the 
reader of the translation in 1980. Swinburne's stock is not generally high with 
the general public, and I have therefore thought it wiser to omit the rhyme 
(which, in previous attempts, tended to degenerate into doggerel) and to opt 
for some kind of assonance, each stanza being constructed roughly around a 
dominant sound, which is given by the semantic aspect and modifies it as the 
stanza unfolds. Do I therefore drag Gezelle kicking and screaming into the 
twentieth century? I do not think so. For one thing, it would be the worst kind 
of treason to translate a stylistic innovator into a kind of mock-Edwardian 
English verse (a translation of this type has actually been produced and is 
sold to unsuspecting tourists who, no wonder, are not exactly enthusiastic 
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about Gezelle's literary potential); for another, it is the twentieth-century 
reader of English, and he alone, who decides whether Gezelle is ever going to 
‘make it’ in English or not, and not the Dutch philologist who is able to give 
you the etymology and the exact pattern of derivation of all non-standard 
words in the poem. Here, too, I have opted for sound instead of sense, and 
for contemporary sound and sense over attempts at archaization - I do not 
believe Gezelle's cause would at all be served by translations with glossaries 
appended, or translations that would send the reader as often to the OED as 
the original would send him to a bilingual dictionary. 

We should make it easy on ourselves - we translators - and calmly tell 
the world that total equivalence (the kind of thing that used to be clamoured 
for in handbooks) simply does not exist, and that the best we - and our 
readers - can hope for is some kind of optimal approximation. That is always 
possible, even if it has certainly not been achieved in the translation offered 
here. But that is my fault, not the fault of any language or any fateful concept 
of necessary untranslatability. I may not be good enough, but at least I am 
honest. I do not project my neuroses or my ideology into the text written by 
a country priest many years ago, and what I write about him will not much 
serve my personal advancement. I hope that what I translate may serve his. 
And after all this doctoring of the text, to make some final remarks, am I 
still brazen enough to maintain that translation can aspire to the status of 
a scientific activity? Certainly. Anybody who is qualified can compare my text 
with the text of the original, can see what I have done, and can accept it or 
reject it. We can argue about what I have done. I may be able to convince him 
or he me. I do not try to preach at him, or sweep him off his feet, or hit him 
over the head with truth and beauty. That is not my task. In the final analysis, 

I try to dispense knowledge - about Gezelle and about (his) poetry. The kind 
of knowledge that can aspire to the scientific - that can be checked, tested - 
but also the kind of knowledge that goes beyond the scientific may, in the 
end, be more important for the reader; but that is for him to decide. My job 
is done if I have succeeded in giving him the means to do so.

A number of translators were asked either to produce a version of the above poem 
and comment brief y on their difficulties/strategies as translators, or to comment 
on an existing version. In one case, Christine D’haen’s translation, published in 
her Guido Gezelle. Poems (1971), p. 35, the translator was dissatisfied with the 
English rendering and let it be known that she did not wish it to be included 
here, despite the argument that discussion of why a particular version had failed' 
might in itself be illuminating. (PV)

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Asked to contribute an English version of Cezelle’s 'O Lied’ at relatively short 
notice and at a time when I was preoccupied with other projects, my first 
inclination was to refuse outright. Looking at the poem, however, the first 
thing that sprang to mind was an alliterative, metrical, rhyming translation 
of the first stanza. This encouraged me to go on, and within minutes I had 
a fair working version of the second stanza as well. Suddenly there was no 
turning back. Bad luck for me, because the third stanza proved much less 
cooperative. 

The coincidence of these first two stanzas falling into place also defined 
the translation tactics and stylistic features of the whole translation. I was 
locked into my instinctive approach. I maintained the original structure and 
regular metre and also its pattern of single and double rhymes. I felt forced 
to abandon the six-fold rhyme on ‘-aken’, but another happy coincidence 
provided an English echo of the original in the many ‘ache’ sounds. I also 
opted for a mildly archaic vocabulary and usage. This seemed to suit the 
structure and content of the poem: more pronounced use of archaisms or 
dialect would run the risk of sounding absurd; overly modern language could 
clash with the old-fashioned style. 

This was the context in which I began my struggle with the third and 
final stanza. What to rhyme with honey? Which part of the face lends itself to 
a double rhyme that ties in with tears and tasting? Temple or nostril? I do not 
think so. This is what I mean by the coincidental character of my translation 
tactics. If the third stanza had been first, I would have most likely resorted 
to a quite different approach. As it was, I tried hard to bend the poem to my 
structure. Ultimately I found solutions I can live with. Perhaps with more 
time I might have found better ones, but translations are like that, and poetry 
translations doubly so.

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I was drawn to this poem because of its double sentiment of sorrow (or 
dejection) and yet solace, no doubt a frequent experience for us all. Indeed I 
can feel the tears on the cheek and even see them on the page. 

I did not, if I remember correctly, encounter great difficulty in my 
attempt at translation, partly because I am prepared to allow myself some 
freedom when I consider that the essence of a poem comes first and the 
pursuit of literal precision second. Inevitably, of course, line content will 
often not be parallel, and sentence structure must also often be different; 
see how in typical Flemish the infinitive staken is widely separated from its 
auxiliary and comes thus after its direct object. I have, I hope successfully, 
avoided inversions such as might not please in modern English poems. 

I have not extinguished the flame of the eighth line, but perhaps the 
fevered brow will get by instead, even though the rhyme which it provides 
is only approximate. As for brine, I know it is not in the poem except by 
implication, but it does provide a rhyme. Even so, this is not a two-syllable 
rhyme as in the Flemish, but it indicates a frequent difficulty with translation, 
from either Flemish or German; in English so many sounded final e's and so 
many verb and noun inflections have been dropped from the pronunciation 
that I have decided not to despair if I do not often manage double rhymes.

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This note gives an account of the factors which played a part in determining 
the shape and wording of this English version of the Gezelle poem. 

The translation does not capture the style and flavour of the Gezelle 
poem. By this I mean that because of my personal tastes, I decided not to use 
a regional or archaic kind of English. So ‘gij’, for example, was not rendered 
as ‘thee’ or ‘thou’, partly a reflection of this translator’s lack of an active 
command of this style of English, but partly also because of the judgement 
that the translation could come close to pastiche, which I wanted to avoid. I 
also rejected the poetic or archaic word order that is found, for example, in 
some English translations of hymns from the mid nineteenth century, and 
which would have resembled Dutch structures more closely. 

The starting-points for this translation were rhyme and metre on the 
one hand, and emotive force on the other. Although the rhyme scheme 
was preserved, full rhymes were not always possible, and in these cases 
assonance was used instead. In a similar way, the metre of the Flemish 
poem was reproduced in part, though the fourth line interrupts the iambic 
pattern with a trochaic one. This formal framework guided the translation 
of individual words and phrases, including the insertion of words such as 
‘cheers’ and ‘sweet’ not present in the poem in Flemish. Besides addition, it 
also involved subtraction, with the loss of ‘wee’ in line 10, and consequently 
of an emotive element.

I think that is still my 
reaction. Three times arms are flung out in the grand gesture - and I am 
left with the feeling of a superabundance of form (some of it a teenie bit 
contrived?) and a dearth of content. (And in this case it seems valid to me to 
separate the two.) 

Having established three stanzas of 4, 4, 7, 8, 7 + coda and a rhyme 
scheme ABCBC/ADCDC/AECEC/A, the main problem seems to me to be: If 
I retain all this as well as the set positions where phrases are repeated, I end 
up with six feminine C rhymes that are going to have to end in -ing. And that 
means putting verbs at the end of a sentence in a ‘versifying’ style I hate. It 
reminds me of homemade songs sung to known melodies at Danish parties 
and weddings - the ‘Now we with joy this day are celebrating’ sort of line. 

And translation is reduced to a jigsaw puzzle, where only a few pieces 
are missing, but none of them fit. As a child I used to push them in a bit 
harder and hope. This is what I intend to do here, too. It is an admission of 
failure. 

There have been few changes. Not because I rushed off a version, but 
because words like ‘bane’ are a pain in themselves. Here is the scaffolding:

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The first job I do with poems is to read them through for general tone, 
structure, etc. It struck me as a fairly typical mid-nineteenth-century piece, 
not over-incisive in content (can a good sing-song really do all this?). Possibly 
meant to be set to music, in fact, rather than to be read. 

The arrangement on the page hides the fact that the rhythm is that of the 
ballad: 4 beats - 3 beats - 4 beats - 3 beats, with a rhyme on the 3-beat lines. 
What makes it a bit more complexthan your stock nineteenth-century ode is the 
rhyme scheme: the 4-beat lines also rhyme, and the same rhyme runs through 
all the 3-beat lines in the poem. Also the 3-beat rhymes are feminine and the 
other rhymes are masculine. But that’s probably not something to worry 
about overmuch (it’s probably due to the fact that a lot of Dutch sentences 
end in an infinitive, which almost always means a final unstressed -en). 

Translating it was fun: I got stuck in with gusto. The general tone - coat- 
and-tails and evening gown round the mahogany piano and the aspidistra - 
sets the vocabulary: ‘the smart / when fortune strikes us low’, 'with dryness 
cursed’, ‘each silent bead / which down my cheeks doth flow’. With the first 
version, I went slightly over the top, translating ‘gij’ as ‘thou’ (Thou sooth'st 
the smart’). This was vetoed, however, by my better half- who, besides being 
my native speaker informant, also acts as my quality controller. 

The rhyme-scheme was mean: it took the best part of an afternoon 
just to get the set of six 3-beat rhymes. Somewhere along the way, this meant 
losing the parallelism of ‘gij kunt' (‘you can’) in the fourth line of each stanza: 
I compensated for this by repeating ‘o Song' in each fourth line instead. 
Similarly, I had to lose the blatant padding of ‘de wonde in ‘t hert, / de wonde 
in ‘t hert vermaken', but managed to get some compensatory padding in the 
second stanza (‘you calm, you calm its woe’). Of course, the rhyme scheme 
forces you into slight deviations from the original: ‘wetness’ becomes ‘bead’, 
‘honey’ becomes ‘mead’, and so on. But I refuse to feel guilty about this. 
After all, it's often painfully obvious that original poets choose certain words 
only because they rhyme (‘nat’ and ‘dat’, for example), so why should not the 
translator be allowed the same privilege?

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Questions of interpretation arise right from the start: in the title. This, with its 
lack of punctuation and its use of upper case throughout, gives no indication 
of the intention behind the refrain. Here there is punctuation, but there is 
also a consistent use of upper- and lower-case initials in ‘Lied, lied’. The 
suggestion is surely that there is a transcendental Song and an immanent 
song: the Gift and what is given. This presents no problem to the translator, 
who can simply reproduce the typography of the original. 

The translator is, however, immediately aware of the poem's unusual 
structure. Its two asymmetrical halves pivot symmetrically about the 
median. The form of the stanza is tied into the refrain held firmly at the 
centre. This means that the form contributes essentially to the meaning, and 
the translation must reflect this form as faithfully as possible. 

This raises the basic question: if a choice has to be made between 
exact rendering, rhyme or rhythm, which should be sacrificed? In trying to 
retain the alternation between male and female rhymes as well as the syllabic 
rhythm of the original, I have taken some liberties with the literal meaning.

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The initial decision as to which aspects of a text’s dynamic to highlight has a 
profound effect on how a translation will turn out. In fact, I had to make two 
radically different versions of this poem, with differing aims in mind. 

Gezelle’s poem itself, regarded simply as a poem, is neither profound 
nor original. It is chiefly a vehicle for lyricism of a rather simple kind, its 
metre undeviatingly iambic; such metaphors as it has are traditional, apart 
from the final conceit. The word-music is more sophisticated, especially the 
repeating feminine rhyme and the wordplay on 'kunt' and ‘kunst’. The way 
the sense progresses is most interesting of all. Mental pain is alleviated by 
song; the pain is caused by longing or deprivation, a drought song quenches; 
this quenching is accomplished by the release of tears, made sweet by the 
lyrical act. The poem is in fact describing its own effect. 

I only got to know the poem well by working on the first version and, 
at the end, wondering where I had gone wrong. My first impression had 
been that meaning hardly mattered; it was merely the vehicle through which 
Gezelle demonstrated his lyrical mastery. I made the conscious decision to 
produce a paraphrase round which to weave a music of my own, a formal 
equivalent employing internal, near, off and pararhyme. In fact, the version 
owes more to Basil Bunting than to Guido Gezelle. Because I had in mind 
such Elizabethan set pieces as those on night and sleep (‘that knits up the 
ravelled sleeve of care'), the metaphors verge on the Baroque. It is a travesty 
of the original. 

The next move was to look at the poem in its historical perspective. In 
i860 Gezelle was still suffering from the emotional crisis of the year before, 
following the loss of a favourite student and, besides, had been dismissed 
from the professorship of poetry at the seminary where he was working. 
An adequate reason to be down in the mouth! Nevertheless, his approach 
is impersonal and generalised. Of more importance is the reason for the 
poem’s simplicity, its lack of original sentiment. Poems like it may be two 
a penny in English and many another major European language - but they 
were not in Flemish, owing to the chequered history of the Belgian territories. 
Gezelle is having to pioneer a style and a language to fit it. In the light of this, 
the sophisticated procedures of ‘O Lyric Song’ are out of place. 

‘Song’ attempts a version that is simpler and closer to the original. 
Two approaches I rejected at the outset. Flemish forms are at a minimum 
in this and would not justify a dialect rendering. Scots would be too radical; 
Yorkshire dialect offers the attractive possibility of a familiar second-person 
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singular (‘tha’) but is not really supple enough. On the other hand, I had 
once suggested in a review that the Victorian boudoir syntax of the Claes 
and D’haen versions ( The Evening and the Rose, revised edition, Antwerp, 
1989) produced a useful distancing. They underline the fact that what we are 
reading belongs to the nineteenth century. It would have been valid in this 
case, too, but I could not bear the thought of using it myself (apart from one 
inverted verse form in my first version). 

How to handle the repeated ‘O lied’ presented a problem in both 
versions. There is a modulation from back vowel to front in the Dutch not 
present in the English grunt of ‘O song’. Dutch liquid and dental consonants 
give way to English sibilant and nasal which, to my ear, have a dying fall. 
For that reason I only used this particular repetition at the end of ‘O Lyric 
Song’. I chose the phrase of the title because at least the vowel modulation 
is represented and gives the better initiatory lift to the poem; also because 
it underlines the poem’s main interest, lyrical effect rather than the act of 
singing or listening. It was not an alternative open to the more literal second 
version, but the objection to repeating ‘O song' remained. What came to the 
rescue was the memory of the triple repetition in the first line of ‘Careless 
Love’. Its intensity grips the attention. Hopefully it might do the same for 
Gezelle’s sister song! 

Beyond that, the rhymes in ‘Song’ are regular. Although it was not 
possible to preserve the repeated feminine rhyme, each stanzaic section 
has a pure rhyme and overall they are near rhymes of each other. There are 
also a few metrical deviations in the form of inverted first feet. Unvarying 
iambic is a Germanic practice (listen to any high school student reciting), the 
deadly boredom of which I suspect Dutch use of feminine rhyme is meant to 
alleviate. English practice requires variation. 

I am not satisfied even with the second version. It still falls short of 
Gezelle's simplicity and some of his patterns of repetition. On the page, they 
strike me as rather fiddly. Sung, they might be more effective, and producing 
a translated text for singing would bring other priorities to the fore.

O SONG! 

O Song, 

thou makest less the grief 
of calamity sore afflicting, 
canst, Song, to the sore heart bring relief, 
to the wounded heart's distressing! 

O Song, O Song! 
thou quenchest parching thirst, 
dampenest fire’s fierce scorching, 
replenishest, Song, the empty breast 
in milkless sorrow paining. 

O Song! O Song, 
those wordless tears that start 
now down my cheeks a-flowing, 
thou canst - for such is thy sure art - 
canst honey soon be making ... 

O Song! O Song! 
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To translate is to refract, even to fracture. What follows is postf(r)actum. The 
poem effectively contains three similar ‘quatrains’, referred to below without 
qualifying quotation marks. 

TECHNICAL 

Three constraints made competitive play. 

1. gij (= thou/you) occurs on no fewer than seven occasions, all line-initial. In 
each quatrain Gezelle uses once or twice one or both of the structures gij + 
finite verb and gij + modal verb kunnen + (end-positioned) infinitive. In 1 . 15 gij 
+ kunnen (+ - here - pronominal direct object off 14 is repeated), syntactic 
tension resulting from both this and from the separation by parenthetical ‘en 
uw kunst is dat' of the two occurences of ‘gij kunt het'. In striving to preserve 
the second person, I used (second person) morphs in -est and -st in each 
quatrain to ‘carry’ the person, them having been pronominally established 
in a previous line. Thou was, however, revived in I. 15 in order to stabilise the 
sense and to prelude the climactic tension of II. 15-16. 

2. End rhyme. Using -mg to render unstressed -en seems reasonable enough, 
but -en figures here in more parts of speech than -in g (can) in English: some 
compensatory lexical duplication ensued (‘sore afflicting’, ‘wounded ... 
distressing’, ‘sorrow paining’). Even using a different consonant phoneme 
to maintain equivalence or the rime riche in -ken would have led to a surfeit 
of verbal contortion. The persistent stressed end rhyme in -(t), present also 
in final ‘Lied’ and mirrored frequently elsewhere, is emulated in the second - 
with ‘thirst’ approximating to ‘breast’ - and third quatrains, but ‘grief/relief’ 
in the first one proved too enticing! 

3. Gezelle’s broadly iambic metre was maintained, in eluding the four 
stresses in II. 4, 9 and 14. However, the addition of one iamb in the first line 
of each quatrain meant that II. 2, 7 and 12 no longer had the same number of 
iambs (two) as the four ‘O Lied / O Lied’ lines - a loss. 

REGISTER 

We know that this poem, like at least two, possibly three, others in 
Cedichten ... was written for Gezelle’s Roeselare pupil Polydor Demonie, in c. 
i860 aged 15 or 16 (see Verzameid dichtwerk, vol. 2, 56 and 52, 64, 69). Is the 
‘Lied’ being addressed in our poem a pars pro toto metaphor for a musical 
pupil? After all, in Bizet’s opera Carmen(cita) both song and person. Such 
proximity of priest and pupil might justify you for gij. On the other hand, 
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Gezelle’s time-hallowed lexis and prosody in most of the poem inclined me 
to archaic thou, fitting for matters serious, intimate - and poetic. Moreover, 
I sometimes even expanded the hymn-echoing tone of much of the original, 
partly also, despite Gezelle’s concision, to avoid too abrupt a rendering (e.g. 
in the first quatrain ‘calamity sore afflicting’, ‘sweet relief, 'wounded heart’s 
distressing’). 

EQUIVALENCE? 

The original’s parenthesis ‘en uw kunst is dat' is alas rather clumsy, with its 
filler ‘en’ in the feeble sequence ‘het, en uw, and its inelegant end rhyme in 
‘dat’: but should one have sought to improve? Even clumsier is the collocation 
of ‘de drooge borst' (= the dry breast) with ‘doen staken’ (= make [to] 
cease), even allowing for ‘de drooge borst’ plus “t wee’ being a hendiadys. 
Furthermore, the meaning of ‘de drooge borst' is elusive: is emotional or 
pulmonary incapacity (tubercular perhaps) meant? Or the reading chosen? 
To the latter I was persuaded by the ‘fluid’ context of the final quatrain. So I 
opted for the verb ‘replenishes!’ - biblically soothing - with both literal and 
figurative meaning in order to make more startling the adjective ‘milkless’ 
in 1.10, which itself adumbrates the even greater but amazingly positive and 
sensual verbal impact of the miraculous ‘honey’. 

A cautionary tale: if each quatrain enacts a transformation from hurting 
to healing - more intense in the second, at its climax in the third quatrain - 
then ‘tears’ are licensed to come before ‘honey’ et sic translatum est. Yet 
suppose ‘het zwijgend nat’ (I. 12)', (nat = fluid, liquid, moisture, water, wet) 
indicates incipient drops of mother's milk, the product of I. 9’s restorative 
action. In that case the second and final quatrains - and we have observed 
oddness in the latter - refer to a single process of transformation rather 
than to parallel transformations, and a different rendering of the phrase is 
required. 

Self-evidently, any interpretation should embrace the poem’s also 
being a paean to the ultimate finding of poetic utterance. In the 'mother’s 
milk’ reading, ‘incipient drops’ would then suggest the ebauche of such 
verbalisation, ‘honey’ - in all readings - creative achievement. The poem 
becomes poetological, referring to its own genesis. ‘Maak je de borst maar 
nat', one might conclude, before again venturing into a land of such milk and 
honey.

bainlie - big-boned, sturdy; badget - workhorse; thegither - together; pechan 
an’ paplan - panting and heated; learn - gleam; atwish - between; lowe - 
flame; hamstick - part of the collar to which harness is attached; streek - 
stretch; athort - across; breid - breadth; gaffer - direct; adreight - behind;

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T he Bruges-born poet-priest Guido Gezelle (1830-1899) is generally 
considered one of the masters of nineteenth-century European lyric 
poetry. At the end of his life and in the first two decades of the twentieth 
century, Gezelle was hailed by the avant-garde as the founder of modern 
Flemish poetry. His unique voice was belatedly recognised in the Netherlands 
and often compared with his English contemporary Gerard Manley Hopkins 
(1844-1889). 

In this bilingual anthology, award-winning translator Paul Vincent 
selects a representative picture of Gezelle's output, from devotional through 
narrative, to celebratory and expressionistic. Gezelle's favourite themes are 
childhood, the Flemish landscape, friendship, nature, religion and the Flemish 
vernacular, and his apparently simple poems conceal a sophisticated prosody 
and a dialogue with spiritual and literary tradition. 

However, an important barrier to wider international recognition of his 
lyric genius up to now has been the absence of translations that do justice 
to the vigour and musicality of Gezelle's West Flemish idiom. Two of the 
translations included here go some way to redressing the balance: 'The 
Watter-Scriever' by Scotland's national poet Edwin Morgan and 'A Little 
Leaf . . .' by Francis Jones. Both translators make brilliant use of their own 
vernaculars (Glaswegian and North Yorkshire respectively) to bring Gezelle to 
life for the non-Dutch-speaking reader. 
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
